Our 30th Anniversary Year 


30th Anniversary 
SPECIAL EVENT STATION 


This year, May 8th, marked the 30th Anniversary of Oregon Tualatin 
Valley Amateur Radio Club. We celebrated with an Anniversary 
Banquet on May 9th, and operated WZOTV as a Special Event Station 
on May 10, 17 and 24 May 31 and June 1. Our station locations 
were at the homes of Everett W6ABM, Carl WS7L, Ron KD7VIK and at 
SEA-PAC respectively. Thanks to our station hosts. 


W7OTV was on the air about fifty hours for the Special Event. We put 
three-hundred-sixty-seven contacts into our W7OTV ANNIVERSARY 
LOG, located in thirty-five US states, plus New Zealand, Asiatic 
Russia, and Canada. Thirty-eight members are in the log as contacts, 
others tried to get in but close-in propagation could not be overcome. 
We created a Special Event QSL card which will be sent to each station 
in our log. 


We have twenty members in the log as operators during our 


Anniversary Special Event, eight served more than once and some 
were able to serve three or all four sessions. See list to the right. 


When asked about his response to the month-long project, Ron 
KD7VIK said, “Overall I'm very pleased with our results. Pretty much 
went as well or better than any expectations | had going in. Good 
experience calling CQ to transfer to Field Day in June and future contests. 
Working a small pile-up several times was a real kick in the pants, foo. | 
believe it will prove to be a good thing for the Club.” 


Every project gives us an opportunity to learn. Ron indicated that we 
have many ideas as a result of the Anniversary Special Event. 
Foremost, he said, “In the future | think | would try for more than one band 
at a fime, like 20 and 40-meters for more exposure.” 


Our thanks to Ron KD7VIK for coordinating this operation.

K5TRA 900 MHz REPEATER 


Tom Apel K5TRA has placed TWO 900 MHz 
Repeaters in operation in our area. Currently both 
are located at his home just below Skyline Drive, 
but one will be moving to Larch Mountain once the 
snows clear. These repeaters are not related to 
any club, but are intended for open access. 


The primary repeater is transmitting on 927.1125 
MHz with digital private line code 432 and 
receiving on 902.1125 MHz. It is running 45 
Watts. The machine is composed of Kenwood TK- 
931 commercial gear with filters, duplexer, and IM 
panel from Celwave, K&L, and Telewave. 

Tom has a dedicated Echolink node running on the 
link which is usually connected to the 902HUB 
(EchoLink dedicated 900 MHZ repeater HUB).

Overlook Day-Use Area offers vistas of the 
Pacific Coast Range.

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FIELD DAY OPERATORS NEEDED 


We will enter FIELD DAY ‘08 as a 3A operation 
from “Stub” Stewart State Park. For several 
years OTVARC has operated W&OTV as a Club 
Station (A) with a limit of three transmitters, one 
of which has been dedicated to CW, one for SSB 
and another primarily for digital modes. An 
additional Get-On-The-Air transceiver has been 
used. VHF/UHF operation has been present in 
some years. Operating results have been 
reasonable given recent band conditions and the 


number of willing operators. 


For our 2008 operation, emphasis on frequency 
and band coordination, increased hours of multi- 
station operation, and operator shift scheduling 
will significantly increase W7OTV’s presence on 
Field Day. 


“Stub” Stewart State Park provides significant 
opportunities for public demonstration and VIP 
visits. Preliminary planning for inviting visitors 
is very promising. Emphasis _on_first class 
operating should be an important goal, along 
with the usual fun parts, good food and Ham 
radio fellowship. 


We anticipate assigning two operators for each 
4-hour shift to each station. Duties will alternate 
between “operating” and “logging.” The second 
operator will handle logging and help with 
Public Relations, fielding questions from visitors. 
Emphasis is on pairing more experienced 
operators with less experienced persons for 
training purposes. 


So, we need BOTH experienced and NEW 
operators for this year’s event. We promise 
you'll have a good time...and learn some new 
operating skills as well. We'll need a minimum 
of twelve operators for each station we air. We 
want AND NEED your participation. If you 
cannot work a full 4-hour shift, we have other 
roles both on and off the air you can fill.
